Let Mexico be your vacation land this summer. 

En route from Nogales to Mexico City we especially enjoyed the 
quaint little Indian villages where the whole population meets the 
train to barter products of native crafts and industries and food, 
fruits and flowers. I was much impressed by the complete change 
of scene: sajuaro cactus so thick that it formed an impassable barrier, 
followed by rolling country lush with spring greenery, flowers and 
birds and swarms of yellow butterflies. As we climbed toward distant 
mountains the air became clearer and cooler until we reached Mexico 
City, where the altitude of 7,400 feet is envigorating but tiring. 


Mexico City, a city of dreams, ages old, is a mixture of the ancient 
and the modern: fine old buildings, very old and very new homes, 
museum collections of Aztec relics, beautiful Chapultepec park planned 
by the Montezumas, and fascinating native markets sprawled over 
many blocks. Our trips from Mexico City included a visit to the 
pyramids of Teotihuacan, which rival those of Egypt, to the floating 
gardens of Xochimilco whose narrow canals, bordered by Lombardy 
poplars, form a lovely setting for the native flower vendors who sell 
their wares from canoes. 


On our return to the United States through central Mexico we 
traversed desolate country and were indeed glad to get our baskets, 
filled with purchases through the customs and home.

As members of the Phi Delta Kappa Oriental Tour, conducted 
by Dr. W. G. Campbell, we boarded the Hiye Maru at Seattle for 
a thirteen day voyage to Yokahama, where we spent two weeks sight- 
seeing. In Kamakura we saw the Daibutscu Budda and Hase Kwan- 
non Temple. In ‘Tokyo we peeked through the gates of the Imperial 
Palace. We were entertained at the Peers’ Club for lunch by the Peers 
themselves. We enjoyed cool days at two mountain resorts, Nikko 
and Miyanoshita, but when we reached Nagao Pass, hoping to get 
a view of Mt. Fuji, we were disappointed to find it completely hidden 
by clouds and mist. Never did we see that mountain all the time we 
were in Japan. 


Kyoto, the shopping city of* Japan, amazed us at the low prices 
of its beautiful merchandise. We descended upon the shops like a 
swarm of locusts and all but bought them out. After that orgy, we 
fed the sacred deer at Nara, crossed the Inland Sea to Beppu and had 
our first experience with a native inn. We parked our shoes at the 
front entrance and were supplied with sandals, which fell off so easily 
that most of us ended by carrying them and walking in our stocking 
feet. Kimonas and tooth brushes were also furnished. A little Japanese 
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maid was assigned to each room and after serving the evening meal 
on a low table, spread out the bed on the floor and adjusted a mos- 
quito netting over it. I did not mind sleeping on the floor, but my knees 
rebelled against sitting on a low cushion and it was quite a relief to 
get back to chairs. We climbed Mt. Aso, largest active volcano in 
Japan, were entertained by the governor and Mayor at Kumamato, 
and continued to Nagasaki to board the Empress of Russia for China. 


Our first stop in China was at Shanghai, where we stopped for 
a day, then on to Hongkong with its beautiful, colorful harbor. Guards 
came aboard to protect us against pirates, as we crossed the China 
Sea for Manila. Fortunately no pirates attacked us, but a typhoon 
laid many of us low for thirty-six hours and we were glad to reach the 
calm waters of Manila Bay. The return trip to Hongkong was calm 
with neither pirates nor typhoons to bother us. From Hongkong, we 
took a side trip up the Pearl River to Canton and saw China in its 
most congested manner of living. Thousands of small boats lined the 
river and canals to house one third of Canton’s population. The dirty, 
muddy river water is used for drinking, cooking, washing and every- 
thing. The streets were crowded and we were afraid to mingle with the 
people. We were glad to get back to our ship at Hongkong and steam up 
the coast for Shanghai. The highlight of our stop there was meeting the 
former General Wu, a fine looking Chinese gentleman. We boarded 
a special train for north China. Peiping is probably the most in- 
triguing of all Chinese cities. The week we spent there was a succession 
of thrills and delights. To have our rickshaw boys in constant attend- 
ance at the door of the hotel gave us a feeling of importance and all 
for the big sum of thirty cents a day. Peiping was the high spot in 
China for us, but we had to be on our way. 

We went to Manchoukuo, stopped at Mukden, then on to Hsinking, 
the capital. Harbin was our next stop and gave us a taste of Czarist 
Russia with its church services, night clubs, carriages, meals and people. 
Then back to Mukden, through Korea, across the straits to Shimo- 
noseki and we were again in Japan, but not for long. We travelled 
by train to Kobe and boarded the Empress of Japan for home. On 
the return voyage, we picked up the day we lost going over, called 
it Meridian Day and celebrated with a number of funny stunts.

The reference class in the School of Librarianship at the San Jose 
State College made a study of the 1937 issues of the Americana, 
Britannica and Compton’s encyclopedias in order to ascertain the 
extent of revision in each. In comparing the encyclopedias an article by 
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article, volume by volume examination was made. The following is a 
partial report of the study made by them: 


AMERICANA ENCYCLOPEDIA, 1937 


The 1937 edition was compared with that of 1932. In general the 


bibliographies and statistics are unchanged though articles may be 


rewritten, articles added too often replace others of value, extent of 
revision seems insufficient to claim title of ‘“‘new” edition. The fol- 
lowing notes give an idea of the extent of the revision:

Bibliographies have been 
revised. though some older titles of value have been omitted. In 
general the revision is adequate to bring the encyclopedia up-to-date.

SOUTHERN SECTION MEETING 


The spring meeting of the South- 
ern Section was held at Laguna 
Beach, May 15, 1937. Miss C. Louise 
Roewekamp called the business 
meeting to order at 10:30 A. M. 
in the High School Auditorium. 
Annual reports of the officers and 
committee chairmen were read and 
approved. Of special interest to the 
group was the announcement made 
by Miss Hope Potter, chairman of 
the survey committee, that Dr. 
Dexter had released C. F. Muncy 
from his other duties to complete 
the tabulations of the survey. This 
comes as good news to the asso- 
ciation. 


Miss Winifred Skinner, librarian 
of Pasadena Junior College, con- 
gratulated the younger members 
of the Association for their fine 
leadership and particularly com- 
mended Miss Elizabeth Neal and 
Miss C. Louise Roewekamp, anil 
Miss Margaret Glassey. 


Following the report of Miss Neal 
concerning the need for a budget 
to carry on State Association busi- 
ness, Miss Gertrude Mallory moved 
that the Southern Section recom- 
mend to the State Association the 
appointment of a committee to 
study budgetary needs. The motion 
was carried. 


Miss Margaret Glassey, profes- 
sional committee chairman, South- 
ern Section, presented the recom- 
mendations of Mis Joyce Backus, 
retiring state professional commit- 
tee chairman, of Miss Jewel Gardi- 
ner, retiring state treasurer, and cf 
Miss Helen Bullock, the 1936-37 
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editor of the bulletin in regard to 
future policies of the State Associa- 
tion. These were discussed. It was 
moved that recommendations and 
conclusions of the Southern Section 
in regard to these reports be pre- 
sented at the meeting of the state 
officers to be held during the Cali- 
fornia Library Association meet- 
ing at Yosemite. 


The next business was the an- 
nouncement of the results of the 
election. Miss Daisy Lake, presi- 
dent, Miss Helen Louise Taylor, 
vice-president, Miss Lenore Town- 
send, secretary, and Miss Myrtle 
Barrier, treasurer. Miss Lake ad- 
dressed the group and announced 
the names of her committee chair- 
men after which the meeting was 
adjourned for luncheon. 


Some hundred members were 
present at the luncheon which was 
held in the beautiful dining room 
of the Hotel Laguna. Miss C. Louise 
Roewekamp presented a corsage to 
Miss Neal and a free will contri- 
bution from the group to help de- 
fray expenses incurred by Miss 
Neal on state association business. 
Mrs. Ruby De Klotz Edenquist, 
social chairman and recent bride, 
was presented with a luncheon set 
as a token of friendship. 


Mrs. Edenquist introduced the 
guests, Mrs. Conrad Buff, author 
of “Dancing Cloud”, the Junior 
Literary Guild April selection for 
younger readers, and Mr. and Mrs 
Frederick Schwankovski. 

Using an interesting and unique 
chart as a method of illustration, 
Mr. Schwankovski talked on “Art 
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and History”. He spoke of Inspi- 
ration as manifested in music, 
literature and the space arts; of 
the inherent symbols found in 
music, art and literature as funda- 
mental forms of composition; of 
the relation of numbers to art; and 
of man’s concept of goodness and 
its relation to architecture. 

Mr. Schwankovski who holds 
that modern life is best interpreted 
through the Arts, made a plea for 
less routine in life and said: “Art 


in the library helps us to get 
away from too much system.” He 
defined the modern “isms” from 
naturalism to surrealism and gave 
an amusing surrealistic picture 
of a student’s school day. 


Following his talk the members 
visited the Laguna Beach Art As- 
sociation Galleries accompanied by 
Mr. Schwankovski. A lovely little 
watercolor “The Bubble Vase” by 
Mr. Schwankovski hangs in the 
gallery and was much admired. 





NORTHERN SECTION 





A Meeting of the Northern Sec- 
tion was held on February 27, 
1937, at the Professional Library 
Administration Building of the 
Oakland School Department, im- 
mediately following a showing of 
the A. L. A. film, “Found in a 
Book” and an address by Dr. John 
Hockett of the University of Calif- 
ornia, who spoke of trends of mod- 
ern education as exemplified in the 
work of the Committee on Scope 
and Sequence of the Major Learn- 
ings in the Curriculum. 


The meeting was called to order 
by President Helen Pierce, who 
then welcomed our honored guest, 
Miss Elizabeth Neal, State Presi- 
dent of the Association. Miss Hope 
Potter, Chairman of the survey 
Committee of the Southern Section, 
was also our guest, and it was in- 
deed a pleasure for members of the 
Northern Section to have this op- 
portunity to become better ac- 
quainted with Miss Neil and Miss 
Potter. Miss Pierce introduced also 
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our hostess, Mrs. Elizabeth Madi- 
son, Supervisor of Libraries, Oak- 
land Public Schools, and one of the 
eight founders of our Association 
who welcomed our membership to 
Oakland, and wished for us, in this 
our twenty-first year, continued 
growth and success. 

Due to the shortage of time, the 
President dispensed with read- 
ing of the minutes, and proceded 
immediately to business. Miss 
Backus, 
Professional Committee, was ask- 


chairman of the State 


ed to report on “Recommendations 
for Certification of School Librar- 
ians” for Miss Gardiner, who 
was unable to be present. 


Miss Backus first explained that 
the recommendations on certifica- 
tion (copies of which were distri- 
buted to members) were drawn up 
following the suggestion of Mrs. 
Evelyn Clement, Chief of Division 
of Teacher Training and Certifica- 
tion, State Department of Educa- 
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tion. In view of the fact that ail 
existing state teacher credentials 
are to be replaced by a new systein 
of credentials on July 1, 1938, Mrs. 
Clement advised ovr Association 
to b2 prepared to make recom- 
mendations for the training school 
librarians to the State Committee 
on Standards for Teacher Train- 
ing and Certification. Acting upon 
this suggestion, the professional 
committees of both the northern 
and southern sections met separai- 
ely, and then jointly at Fresno, on 
January 23, 1937. With the consent 
of the President, Miss Backus read 
only the recommendations of gen- 
eral principle, omitting certain def- 
initions which were found not to 
be in accord with the general pro- 
gram of training planned by the 
State Committee. She moved that 
they be accepted by the member- 
ship. The motion was_ seconded, 
and discussion followed. 


Miss Gillis expressed the feeliny 
that, inasmuch as a sub-committee 
of the State Committee on Stan- 
dards for Teacher Training is being 
appointed to advise with the gen- 
eral committee and to outline a 
program of training and certifica- 
tion of school librarians, our As- 
sociation ‘should avoid specific re- 
commendations for the present. 
Miss Gilllis has been appointed 
chairman of this sub-committee and 
our Association will be represented 
by Miss Neil and Miss Boyd. Dis- 
cussion from other members fol- 
lowed, after which Miss Backus 
was given perrmission to withdraw 
her motion. She substituted the fol- 
lowing motion “That the Associa- 
tion go on record as approving the 
general principals embodied in 
these recommendations, and that 
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the recommendations be referred to 
the sub-committee on the traininz 
of school librarians.” After sug- 
gestions for minor changes in the 
wording, the recommendations were 
approved as follows:

Board of Education set up very 
high standards for the approval 
of teaching training institutions or 
the training of school librarians. 

“Since the American Library As- 
sociation is the recognized agency 
for the accrediting of library 
schools, we recommend that their 
standards be considered in the ap- 
proval of institutions for the train- 
ing of school librarians . 


“Since the efficient use of in- 
‘structional materials is dependent 
upon an adequate knowledge cf 
books and libraries, we recommen:

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that a course in the Function and 
Use of the School Library be re- 
quired of all prospective teachers.”

SAN FRANCISCO STATE COL- 
LEGE 

The San Francisco State Col- 
lege is offering during its sum- 
mer session, June 21 to July 30, 
three courses of some interest 
and value to teachers, teacher- 
librarians, and students in gen- 
eral, all designed to further the 
library program in elementary 
schools. A course, general in 
nature, on School libraries, will 
be given by Miss Hermine Henze, 
librarian of the college elemen- 
tary school. Miss Ruth Fleming, 
librarian of the college, will give 
a course called Orientation in 
books and libraries. The course 
dealing with children’s books 
and reading will be divided into 
two parts of one unit each. The 
first unit, devoted to Story tel- 
ling and books for children in 
kindergarten and primary grades, 
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is to be given by Miss Henze. 
Mrs. Jessie Williams of Chico 
State College will present the 
second unit, during the second 
three weeks of the session. This 
unit is called Reading guidance 
and book selection for interme- 


diate grades. 


UNIVERSITY OF SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA 
Courses open to graduates and 
advanced undergraduates are 
being offered in the summer ses- 
sion of the School of Library 
Service. The purpose of the 
present summer session is to 
offer work which will meet the 
needs of teachers and _ school 
librarians. 


PROFESSIONAL FORUM 


The results of a study of the 
problem of inadequate book appro- 
priation, made by the School Libra- 
rians’ Association of New York 
city is reported in an article, 
Budgets for School Libraries, by 
Vera Elder in the American Library 
Association Bulletin for January, 
1937. 

The study was based on a survey 
of college library budgets made in 
1931 by W. M. Randall. Interesting 
tables are given showing the aver- 
age price per title in each depart- 
ment of the high school, the re- 
lation between numbers of new 
titles for purchase, relationship 
by departments of the number 
of books discarded, comparison of 
the budget allotment percentages 
for new books with that for re- 
placements. The article presents 
interesting data and is worthy of 
study. 

The School Library in an Inte- 
grated Program by Frieda M. Hel- 
ler in the March, 1937, Clearing 
House is an account of the func- 
tion of the library in the Univer- 
sity School of Ohio State Univer- 
sity, which.in the final analysis is 
that of pupil guidance in study 
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and pleasure reading. 

No textbooks are used in the 
school except for language and 
mathematics. Each child pays a 
textbook fee each year which is 
added to the library book budget, 
enabling the school to build up a 
book collection far above the aver- 
age for a school library. 

The Retarded Reader and the Li- 
brary in the Library Journal, Jan- 
uary 15, 1937 is a symposium based 
on experiments in the technic for 
dealing with large groups of re- 
tarded boys and girls as developed 
in the Denver junior high schools. 
The papers upon which the article 
is based were presented at a 
session of the Colorado Library 
Association meeting, October 24, 
1936 by three teachers and 
three librarians of the Denver 
schools. Miss Elizabeth Scripture, 
Supervisor of Libraries of the 
Denver Public Schools, who edited 
these addresses for the Library 
Journal, writes ‘The symposium 
dealt largely with the challange as 
it affects the school library and 
with the contribution of the school 
library to the solution of the 
problem.” 
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The February, 1937 Teachers’ 
College Record devotes consider- 
able space to articles dealing with 
school libraries. A Library in Ac- 
tion in a Modern School by Grace 
L. Aldrich, Librarian and Cecile 
White Flemming, Director of Indi- 
vidual Development and Guidance, 
both of Horace Mann School, con- 
tains some very pertinent remarks 
on the function and operation of 
a school library. Contrasting the 
accepted function of any library, 
whose goal is service, the authors 
feel that the primary goal of a 


school library is training. Pro- 
cedures for handling overdues, 


charging records, classroom circu- 
lation, library lessons and discipline 
are suggestive and practical. 

Of particular interest to college 
librarians is Carter Alexander’s 
Blind Spots in Using Library Mate- 
rials. The author draws a sharp 
distinction between true library 
reading and textbook assignments 
and points out the deficiencies in 
faculty, students and library staff 
which prevent an adequate use of 
library materials. 

The School Library, Is It Bread 
or Cake? by John Carr Duff in 
the December, 1936 Clearing House 
is addressed to administrators. Dr. 
Duff, who is Principal of Edgemont 
School, Scarsdale, New York insists 
that budget practices must be 
changed to include the library 
under the budget item, “instruc- 
tional”, and urges state laws giv- 
ing librarians parity with teachers. 

Your attention is called to an 
article by Earle U. Rugg in the 
Clearing House for November, 
1936, Janitors of Books or Reading 
Specialists? 


The library as an important ele- 
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mont in a reading curriculium is 
the topic discussed by Lou L. La 
Brant in the December, 1936 issue 
of the Elementary English Review. 
The author regrets the omission 
of the importance of the library 
habit as a phase of wide reading 
from the recent study, An Expe- 
rience Curriculum in English, by 
the National Council of Teachers 
of English. She states that children 
should learn to use the library 
effectively and urges ‘*:e recogni- 
tion of the librarian as a teacher 
and suggests that teachers study 
library procedure as well as other 
coordinated subjects as background 
for proper teaching of English.
